And as the years have 
improved NLSS, we as students have improved 
also. (Are we not impressive?) In the next few pages 
we hope to show you a bit of how our school ap- 
peared before we all arrived, and to teach you about 
our school’s history. And hey, by the way, wel- 
come back! 











CHANGES 







Ask any senior student, after four or five years of North Lambton, with the same ritualistic schedules, seeing the same 
faces and same places day, after day, after day, we gradually tire of the monotonous daily events of school. Putting aside 
our hardships as students, have you ever considered how our school feels, having hundreds of noisy students trampling 



through her halls on a daily basis, for the last one hundred years? 

Boring, you say? Why never! North Lambton has been a beehive of activity over the last one hundred years. She has 
lived through fascinating events you and I can only read about in Mr. Sturdy’s history textbooks. She witnessed the chang- 
ing of the times; radical fashion statements, the feminist movement, two World Wars! But aside from the changes she 
has witnessed firsthand, North Lambton has also evolved. As students, we are concerned only with ourselves, and tail 
to see the history our school contains. To give us all a refresher course on our school’s history, here is a condensed 
version of the history of NLSS. 

1890 - Forest District High School opened it’s doors for the first time in the latter months of 1890. Our first principal 
was Mr. Philp. Aside from the principal, the staff consisted of two assistant teachers. The student population hovered 
just under a hundred. There were no buses. Students walked, drove a horse and buggy, took the train, or boarded in 
town. Students living in Camlachie caught the train at 6:40 am and returned home at 6:20 pm. Thedford students arrived 
at school at 10:00 am and returned home at 5:40 pm.

Aug. 18, 1917 - William Jonathan Wright, principal from 1909 to 1913, was killed in action at Lens. 

1927 - The teaching staff increased to five. 

1930’s - The staff and student populations expanded. Six classes, a science lab, a boys shop, a home economics room, 
and a gym were added. 



Feb. 26, 1940 - A fire, believed to have started in the boiler room, destroyed the entire school. The student population 
of one hundred and sixty held classes elsewhere in town until the school, was rebuilt. 

WWII - Many students and teachers joined the armed forces. After 1945 - School buses were introduced. 

1950 - The teaching staff was increased to nine. As one grade nine class was forced to be held in the gym, an addition 
was planned. 



1950-51 - Students remained in classrooms while teachers moved from room to room. 

Since 1950 - Since 1950 three additions have occured. During the first addition two classes were added, two science 
labs, and another gym. The old gym became the cafetorium. Two more classrooms and a library were added in the second 
addition. In 1965 three shop rooms were added, a drafting room, a given occupations room, two science labs, one class- 
room, and a medical lab. 

1968 - The population of Forest District High School had swelled to seven hundred people. Due to the large population, 
portables were added.

1960’s - During the 60’ s the name of our school changed to North Lambton Secondary School. 

1971 - Further addition was added. 

1972 - In the spring of 1972 a new cafeteria, two science rooms, two classrooms, the pod, and the office and guidance 
rooms were added. Also, to further confuse us, the old gym was turned into the library.
